HOOVER LANDS 45-POUND 


FISH-WANTS BIGGER ONE

1st who was inaugurated the second 
chief magistrate of the United States 
March 4, 1797. The inauguration took 
place to the chamber of the house 
of representatives in Philadelphia.

At his New Year's reception in the 


president's mansion in 1801, he wel- 
comed his callers in full dress, con- 
sisting of a suit of black velvet, silk 
stockings, silver 
knee 
and shoe 


buckles, white waistcoat, 
powdered 


hair, and gloves. 


President and Mrs. Adams were 


the first occupants of the executive 
mansion, burned by the British in 
1841, 
and reconstructed as the origi- 


nal White House. 
It was then a 


"bleak castle," poorly 
lighted and 


heated and a source of discomfort 
and distress to the first lady. 


Writing to her daughter 
in No- 


vember, 1800, Mrs. Adams says: 


"The house is upon a grand scale, 


requiring about 30 servants to keep 
the apartments in proper order. The 
lighting from kitchen to parlours 5s 
a tax indeed. To assist us in this 
great castle and render less attend- 
ance necessary 
bells are 
wholly 


wanting, and promises are all you 
can obtain. We have not the least 
fence, yard or other 
convenience 


without, and of the great unfinished 
audience room I make a drying room 
to hangup the clothes. 


"Tou can scarcely believe 
that 


here In this wilderness city, I should 
find time so occupied.

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OUR JURY SYSTEM 


American juries today are "chosen 


by'methods which place a premium on 
ignorance and exclude 
intelligence." 


These are the words of a judge of the 
New York state court of appeals, after 
28 years on the bench, addressing a 
bar association of another state. As a 
result, he says, our system df justice 
is breaking down and our civilization 
is endangered. He defends the jury 
system in principle, but severely con- 
demns the practices of exempting pro-, 
fessional men, business men and other 
intelligent citizens from jury duty. 


Another judge in a middle-western 


state, discussing the personnel of 
juries, asks: "Where are . all your 
bankers, your 
bookkeepers, 
your 


clerks, and your club women?" They 
seem.to be few and far between in the 
juries that we draw. Everybody who is 
anybody seems to have enough influ- 
ence to get off." 


So it goes, in most sections of this 


country. And thus we have the famil- 
iar spectacle of criminal after crim- 
inal, with a clear and convincing case 
against him, turned loose with a ver- 
dict of "not guilty" by a jury of ig- 
norant, sentimental or frivolous citi- 
zens, ignoring the facts and the law 
and making a joke of justice. 


No wonder the police and prosecu- 


tors grow discouraged, and relax their 
efforts to suppress crime, when sup- 
posedly respectable citizens habitually1 


set free the enemies^ of society. S 
how or other, the -American Jury 
stem will'have td oe -overhauled. 


GIVING FOR THE FUTURE 
Lucius N. Littauer of New York 


takes-an unusual attitude in giving 
§1,000,000 to a corporation to use for 
philanthropic work. He does not want 
to make any conditions that will "be- 
come an obstacle in future years." So 
he expresses the hope that the corpo- 
ration "will feel free to use ony of the 
property for such benevolent, religious, 
education and like purposes" within 
the scope of its power. "To that end," 
he adds, "you ^re free, in the exercise 
of sound discretion, to use the princi- 
pal as well as the interest." 


This is the better way of modern 


philanthropy. Too many gifts intended 
for human welfare in the past have de- 
feated their purpose because the donor 
made his terms and conditions too 
precise* Thus situations arose that 
could not be met Conditions changed. 
The benevolent funds froze. The "dead 
hand" rose up to hinder its own pur- 
pose. It is better, in giving for the fu- 
ture, to be broad and tolerant. 
The 


future may know its charitable needs 
better than we do. 


MESSENGERS OF PEACE 


President-elect Hoover is said to be 


so well pleased with the use of war- 
ships on his South American peace 
mission that he looks forward to using 
the United States navy mainly in this 
way—as messengers of peace. 


It may look inconsistent, on fhe face 


of it, to use battleships and cruisers on 
good-will missions. Yet somehow the 
more an American considers the mat- 
ter, the more likely he is to agree. The 
good-ivill representative in such a case 
goes bearing power in one hand and an 
olive branch in the other. And military 
or naval power docs not make such a 
poor background for the olive branch. 
II shows that national good-will has a 
basis of strength and 
courage, not 


weak sentimentality. 


"Oh, it is excellent to have a giant's 


power, but it is tyrannous to use it like 
a giant," said Shakespeare. The use of 
naval power for gracious errand? to 
other nations is the more excellent 
way. 


FILENE ON THE TARIFF 


Edward A. Filcnc, Boston merchant. 


predicts that the American 
business 


man and industrialist will in the near 


future reverse his traditional position 
and come out for a lower tariff. 


American prosperity, he declares, is 


coming more and more to depend on a 
successful disposal of our surplus pro- 
duction! This surplus, he says, can be 
sold to Europe in jig time if we lower 
our tariff walls so that Europe can al- 
so sell to...us..He--sees, as a result,, .a 
lower cost of living for the United 
States and a lower production cost in 
American factories, with consequent 
gains to both the American working- 
man and the American manufacturer 
and exporter.

Undoubtedly, there will be many' to 


disagree with/Mr. Filene's diagnosis.

events. It offers a new method of ap- 
proach to one of the oldest issues in 
our political'history.. 


PROSPERITY AND EDUCATION 


The amazing growth of secondary 


education in recent years is empha- 
sized in a current bulletin from the De- '. 
partment bf the Interior. 


At the present time more than one- 


half of the population of high school 
age is in actual attendance at 
high 


school. In the cities this rate is even 
higher; in rural areas it is somewhat 
lower. 


But what is noteworthy is the fact 


that 30 years ago not more than one- 
seventh of the young people of high 
school age went to high school. .High 
school 
enrollments, indeed, have 


doubled since so late a date as 1920. 


First of all, this reflects very plainly 


our greater prosperity. But its real sig- 
nificance, of course, lies in the 
fact 


that education now is far more gener- 
al than it ever was before. And since a 
democracy like ours must have an ed- 
ucated, intelligent citizenry, this 
highly important.

Dispatches from Europe indicate 


that German}- has launched a new 
cruiser that may revolutionize war- 
ship construction. 


Limited by the Versailles treaty to

Madison—C4>!>—How the airplane Is 


adding to geographical knowledge 
through the making of a*rlal photo- 
graphs was explained to highway ea- 
gineers and commissioners at the 
Wisconsin road school today* by B. 
P. Bean, state geologist. 


The practical application of aerial 


photography 
is demonstrated, 
he 


said, in timber cruising and forest 
cover studies, In making tax ap- 
praisals and highway traffic surveys, 
transmission line surveys and var- 
ious kinds of map making. 


He recounted a photographic study 


made from the air of traffic conges- 
tion on the Washington-Baltimore 
f oad by the University of Maryland. 
Cars with sheets on then- tops were 
used as markers and were spaced 
about 1,000 feet apart In the trafflc. 


From a study of the photographs, 


engineers were able to determine the 
volume of trafflc and Its behavior. 
They showed clearly the effect of a 
slow moving vehicle, In that the 
trafflc consisted of a series of queues 
of closely spaced cars, the queues 
separated by spaces in which there 
were few or no cars. They showed 
flow the-stream of trafflc was slowed 
aown aad congested In passing 
through villages.

Corbett became famous in that 


matter of a few minutes. He got 
into the money and one of the first 
purchases he made was a "high- 
powered car," at the wheel of which 
he is pictured above. The style of 
the car and the swell clothes of 
Corbett and his friends are worth 
observation. 


McGovern's friends said that Cor- 


bett's victory was a fluke and they 
were rematched. They met March 
31, 1903, and Corbett won again by 
a knockout in the eleventh round 
They are shown above in the ring 
with Eddie Graney before the fight. 


Corbett held the title until 1904 


when he was knocked out by Tommy 
Sullivan. Corbett's right name was 
William R. Rothwell and he was 
from a prominent family^ in Denver 
He died not so long ago.

from a project which formerly was a

boy trainer In the city.

Both 
men were former scoutmasters. 


Cities in four counties are now 


under the supervision of the valley 
council. They are: Appleton, Outa- 
garaie-co: New I«ondon, Clintonvllle, 
and Waupaea, Waupaca-co. Neenah 
and Menasha, Winnebago-co, and 
Brillioa in Calumet-co. It Is hoped 
that an intensive program will de- 
velop for troops in each of the sup- 
ervised cities.

, Because Outagamie-co Is without 
proper housing facilities for storing 
its highway equipment thousands of 
dollars worth of machinery is buried 
in snow at the county garage, along 
county highways and at the homes 
of highway patrolmen. 


Thousands of dollars worth of val- 


uable equipment buried beneath huge 
snow drifts at the county garage on 
Highway 76 depreciating in value 
much more rapidly than It would 
if it were stored in buildings. 


A checkup of the equipment which 


it was possible to identify despite its 
covering of snow, revealed that there 
is at least $30,16045 worth of tools, 
machinery and other road working 
implements standing outside expos- 
ed to all elements. 
This checkup 


was made with the aid of an inven- 
tory sheet which was presented to the 
county board at its November ses- 
sion by the county board inventory 
committee. 


The figure, $30,160.45, represents 


the present estimated value of the 
equipment after 
depreciation bad- 


been deducted. Originally this cost 
the county $70,812.05. 


BURIED TOO DEEP 


In addition there is 
considerable 


material buried so deep under snow 
drifts that% could not possibly be 
identified and therefore is not includ- 
ed in the-estimate. 


Not included in the estimate 
are 


several buried snow plows whose val- 
ue could not Be determined because 
they could not be identified. There 
was one V-shaped plow and one one- 
way plow and off to another side 
were several plows buried beneath 
the snow and only portions of them 
Were visible. 


To a visitor unaware that the 


equipment buried beneath the snow 
has real value, the portion of storing 
ground abput the county barns ap- 
pears like a Junk yard or' "automo- 
bile boneyard." 
"With portions of 


used trucks 
visible and the long 


stringy anatomies of graders poking 
through the snow the storing ground 
seems closely related to a rubbish 
dump.

Machinery Replaces Man 


Power—Speed and Effi- 
ciency Are Watchwords

No better sign of this development 


can be noticed than that presented 
at the annual exposition of the 
American.Road Builders' association 
In Cleveland. Machinery has replac- 
ed man-power, speed and efficiency 
are the .watchwords and mass con- 
struction Is the goal. 


, A casual review, of the road show 
here wveals how modern highways 
an built. A few men to take care 
and guide the machinery, and an 
entire concrete pavement can be 
laid with the same ease that a car- 
pet is put down in your home. - 


The machinery for such work runs 


the* entire gamut of construction 
from pioneering to finishing. Mas- 
sive steam shovels, excavators and 
ditch diggers 
were exhibited to 


snow how one machine can do the 
work of dozens of men in a short 
time. 
LEVEES LAID DOWN QUICKLY 
.One excavator was so large that 


its smaller brother had to be shown 
at this exhibit—and that wasn't so 
small either. The .large one is used 
in the construction of levees along 
the Mississippi, while the smaller 
one has dug out mountain sides to 


* make way for new roads. 


It is said that it takes one husky 


laborer, a whole day to move only 
12 to 15 cubic yards of earth 150 feet. 
The levee excavator, taking a 8 1-2- 
yard bite at one time, moves 225 
yards of earth in an hour. It weighs 
280,000 pounds, yet it is so construct- 
ed-that it can be disassembled and 
loaded in a day for removal. 


. .While, the road is being excavated, 
ditch diggers alongside open five to 
siXrfoot sluices for laying of pipes. 
Nothing like the slow, back-break- 
ing, work that the World war vet- 
erans remember. Now It's merely a 
matter of putting a machine in place 
and clawing out the ground with 
steel-pointed buckets on a belt. 
CRUSHERS REPLACE CONVICTS 


The trucks that remove this earth 


are as massive as the other ma- 
chinery. One truck has six broad 
wheels .along the rear axle so that 
no kind of soft earth can keep it 
from digging itself out. 


With the road cut out, the laying 


of asphalt of concrete is swift, and 
easy. For each type of road there 
are massive rock crushers and grad- 
ers that prepare the foundation in 
so short a tune it would make a 
thousand convicts dizzy. 


The 'greatest progress has been 


shown in the construction of con- 
crete roads. Here were shown mas- 
sive arrangements of steel called 
"agrabatchers," which weigh or 
measure out the proper batches for 
road making. These, complicated 
and heavy as they are, are portable 
to the extent of setting them up at 
railroad sidings near the new job. 
, 
ALL IN ONE OPERATION 


From this, trucks move 
the 


batches to massive concrete mixers, 
where cement and water are mixed 
with the stone and sandL These mix- 
ers, move slowly ahead as they lay 
the concrete over the new roadbed. 
Right behind comes the road finisher, 
a unique machine that smoothes the 
roadbed an the way across and 
moves, along 'with the work. 
j 


After the finisher, several mod- 


els of which were on exhibit, comes 
the road joint machine, which cuts 
deep joints along the middle of the 
fresh road and across at regular 
intervals, and then pours hot tar 
Into these joints to prevent cracking 
of the concrete with the changes of 
the weather. 


Such a machine, operated by two 


or three men, eliminates further 
maintenance of concrete roads and 
saves 80 per cent In the cost of its 
construction, it is said. 


Dragging behind is a bridge ar- 


rangement on which a man smooths 
the. Joints. 


All this and other auxiliary ma- 


chines at this road show presented 
a new phase to. road construction. 
Not only are they designed for 
rapid work, but they are built to 
assuage the increasingly 
drastic 


demands put upon road builders by 
modern traffic.
